The average num- 
ber of months taught in Adams is 4.57, (a frac- 
tion over a third of the 3"ear); the average in 
Franklin is 5.30 mouths, and in Cumberland, 
0.31 months—each of these counties, therefore, 
have over a month's school more than Adams, 
and pay much less for it! We might recite 
also, in connection with the above, the unequal 
standard wages for teachers, &c., in the aljove- 
named counties; but we leave that and all 
minor inconsistencies of the school system for 
tlie intelligent iriends of education to discrim- 
inate. 


But what are the evident results and evils ol 


the inequalities above enumerated ? What is 
the etfect upon the people 1 Well, that no 
standard equality of education prevails among 
the masses throughout the State—that schoo' 
taxes are onerous and oppressive in some comi- 
ties, while others arc almost entirely exonera- 
ted of these burdens—that in districts where 
poverty reigns supreme, the system become; 
odious and unpopular—that where the salaries 
of teachers are limited and inadequate, there 
inferior teachers can only be had : and VICT 
VEUSA. From the inequalities of the schoo 
revenue, therefore, may readily be traced these 
evil and unjust results.

SECTION 1. Be it enacted, <£•<:., That all 


veteran volunteers belonging to organiza- 
tions of this State, who have been regularly 
re-enlisted aad re-ujustered under General 
Orders No. 191 frooj the War Department, 
dated June 25, 1863, and extending to 
April 1, 1864, and who have not received 
any local bouuty, uor given their credit 
to localities outside of the State, shall be 
paid a local bounty of three hundred dol- 
lars, which "shall be paid by the proper 
authorities of such Counties, Cities, Wards, 
Boroughs and Townships as received the 
credit of such veteran volun'uers. Provided, 
That in'case such credit be given to locali- 
ties or places iudluded in the limits of any 
Township, such Township, or the proper 
authorities thereof, shall pay said bounty. 


SECTION 2. Transcripts from the records 


in the Adjutant General's office ot this 
State, certified to by the Adjutant General, 
as well as General Orders from the War 
Department shall be received in evidence, 
and the place of residence named in the 
re-inliatmeuts and tuueter-in rolls shall, in 
tbe absence of other evidence, tje considered 
the place of credit. 


SECTION 8. -That the School Directors 


of each and every Township, Ward, or 
Borough in which such credits for veteran 
•volunteers was received and counted in 
filling the quotas under the several calls of 
the President of the United States for 
Troops, are hereby authorized to levy and 
collect a sufficient tas to pay said veteran 
.volunteers, or their heirs or legal represen- 
tatives ; Provided, Tiiat said tax sb#ii not 
be collected from officers and soldiers now 
in the service oi the United States, or who 
have been in such service and have-been 
honorably discharged therefrom, or widows 
and orphans or widowed mothers'of such 
officers,aud soldiers who may have died 
from wounds received or disease contracted 
while in said service.
